The jet-propeller plane | 
slammed into a muddy field on 
a farm about 2300 feet short 
of the runway at the airport 10 
miles southeast of here. The 
airport serves Midland, Sag- 
inaw and Bay City. 


The impact scattered bodies 
across a wide area. Charred 
bodies were found in_ the 
wreckage of the New York-to- 
Chicago plane. 

“By the time we got there, 
we realized everybody was 
gone,” said Warner Law, own- 
er of the farm on which the 
plane crashed. “There was no 
chance of anyone getting out. 
The plane came in hard. It 
didn’t fall. It ran into the 

und.” 

Control tower officials said 
it was windy and snow was fall- 
ing as the plane approached 
for a landing at 11:15 p.m. Vis- 
ibility was three miles with a 
900-foot ceiling. 


‘Flash and Explosion.’ 


Nelson Girardin, who had 
stopped at the airport admin- 
istration building with his 
family to watch the plane land, 
said “One minute the plane’s 
lights’ were. barely visible . . . 
The next minute they abruptly 
headed earthward. A second 
later there was a blinding flash 
of orange flame spurting near- 
ly 100 feet in the air, followed 
by a muffled explosion.” 

State police, sheriff's depu- 
ties and.firemen from nearby 
communities battled through 
mud and pools of water to 
reach the plane. 

The Viscount was on the way 
from New York to Chicago via 
Detroit, Flint and Saginaw, 
Mich. Three crew members 
and 44 passengers were aboard. 

The crew was identified as 
Capt. W. J. Hull, 44 years old, 
Washingtom Township, N.J.; 
First Officer Earle M. Binck- 
ley, 27, Levittown, N.Y., and 
Miss Ruth Denecke, 27, St. 
Petersburg, Fla., the hostess. 

None of the passengers was 
from the St. Louis area. 

Inquiries Under Way. 


Both the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration and the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board sent investiga- 
tive teams to the crash scene. 
A CAB investigator said pre- 
liminary findings indicated that 
the British - built turbo-prop 
plane exploded after it hit the 
ground. 

Capital said Hull was one 
of the airline’s “million miler” 
pilots. He had been with Capi- 
tal since April 1941. Binckley 
had been with Capital three 
years. 

Airline executives said in 
Washington the crash was the 
first Capital Airlines accident 
involving a passenger fatality 
since December 1949 and the 
first killing of a crewman in 
444 years. 

They said it was the first 
major mishap to a Viscount, 
although there was what they 
termed a minor accident in 
Chicago about two years ago. 
Capital has about 60 Viscounts 
in service. 

The disaster was the second 
Easter airplane crash in three 
years. On April 1, 1956, a 
two-engine Trans-World Air- 
line plane crashed on a hill- 
side shortly after taking off 
from Pittsburgh airport, kill- 
ing 22 persons and injuring 14.

TWO HEARINGS 


FOR DAUGHTER 


OF LANA TURNER 


HOLLYWOOD, April 7 (UP) 
—The slow legal process to 
determine what penalty—if 
any—actress Lana Turner's 
14-year-old daughter, 
Crane, must pay. for the 
butcher-knife killing of her 
mother’s gangland man friend 
was set in motion today. 


The girl waited in juvenile 
hall for a hearing—late today 
or tommorrow—to determine 
whether she shall be released 
to her parents or kept in 
custody. 

Later, at another session, the 
juvenile court will decide 
whether she shall be tried for 
plunging an eight-inch butcher 
knife into Johnny Stompanato, 
32-year-old underworld figure, 
last Friday night. 

The girl said she stabbed 
Stompanato because he had 
threatened to disfigure her 
glamorous mother. A _ post- 
mortem showed that the knife 
blade had penetrated the liver, 
aorta and portal vein, causing 
a massive hemorrhage. 

Visited by Parents. 


She was held at the Beverly 
Hills jail and then placed in 
custody in juvenile hall Satur- 
day. Miss Turner and Cheryl’s 
father, restauranteur Steve 
Crane, visited her yesterday. 

The 38-year-old actress and 
Crane were authorized to make 

a special call on their daugh- 
ro who was kept in an in- 
firmary room. She had a 
slight fever when first admitted. 

Attendants said Cheryl, pale 
and tearful when committed to 
the hall, was comforted by the 
visits of her parents and ap- 
peared to be “adjusting well” 
to the detention. 

Miss Turner, wearing dark 
glasses, left the hall after a 
brief visit. Neither she nor 
Crafie, her second husband, 
had any comment as they en- 
tered their ears to drive away. 

Later in the day the actress 
conferred at her Beverly Hills 
home with Jerry Giesler, well 
known attorney for Hollywood 
stars, with her press agent 
and Crane’s lawyer, Arthur 
Crowley. 

(International News Service 
quoted Crowley as saying he 
would ask the court to release 
the girl to the custody of her 
grandmother, Mrs. Mildred 
Turner, and that he felt 
“pretty sure” the request would 
be granted.) 

Refuses to Discuss Case. 

Giesler refused to discuss 
the case other than to say that 
it was a clear case of “justifi- 


_able homicide” and that there 
was no justification for a trial. 


The girl could be made a 


‘ward of the court and placed 


under its jurisdiction until she 
becomes of age. Or, if put on 
trial and found guilty of mur- 
der, she could be sentenced to 
life imprisonment. Minors can- 
not be executed under Califor- 
nia law. 

Stompanato’s death ended a 
year in which the one-time 
bodyguard of former gambler 
Mickey Cohen was almost a 
constant companion of the 
glamorous Miss Turner, four 
times married and divorced. 

Friends reported that an ef- 
fort by Miss Turner to break 
off the romance was what led 
to the violent argument ending 
in Stompanato’s death. 

(The Associated Press said 
one report in Hollywood was 
that Stompanato was angry at 
Miss Turner because she had 
refused to let him escort her 
to the recent filmland cere- 
monies when academy “Oscars” 
were handed out. Miss Turner, 
an actress for 20 years, was up 
for her first Academy Award 
nomination, for her role as the 
mother in “Peyton Place.”) 


Hears Threat to Mother. 
Cheryl told police she 


listened outside a bedroom | 
door, and heard Stompanato | 


threaten to disfigure her moth- 


| or. 


“IT went to the door to 
listen,” she said. “He (Stomp- 
anato) kept saying over and 
over again to mother, “I'll 
have you cut and disfigured 
and I'll just sit back and watch 
it happen’.” 

The girl said she went to the 
kitchen, got a knife and re- 
turned to the room, where she 
plunged the knife into her 
mother’s man friend. Miss 
Turner said she thought 
Cheryl was poking Stompanato 
with a finger. 

Stompanato’s body was 
claimed by his brother, Car- 
mine, who flew in from Wood- 
stock, Ill. the dead man’s 
hometown, over the weekend. 
He said funeral services would 
be held in Woodstock “some- 
time Wednesday.” 

Tells of Meeting Stompanato. 
By the Associated Press. 

Miss Turner met Stompanato 
soon after her rift with Lex 
Barker, former screen Tarzan 
who was her latest husband. 
Beverly Hills Police Chief 
Clinton Anderson quoted her: 

“My first contact: with John 
was a telephone call I received 
from him about a year ago. I 
didn’t recall ever having met 
him or having seen him be- 
fore, but he mentioned mutual 
friends. 

“After that he called at in- 
tervals for two or three weeks, 


wanting to come over-for a. 
drink or a chat. He kept pest- | 


ering, and I finally accepted 
a date with him.” 

Los Angeles police intelli- 
gence reports on known under- 
world figures say this about 
Stompanato: “He acquaints 
himself with females of wealth. 
He courts them, and after he 
is deeply involved, borrows 
money and never repays the 
loan.” 

Meeting Stompanato was 
easy for the screen star. Get- 
ting rid of him was not. 

That’s what led to the vio- 
lent arguments climaxed Fri- 
day night in the stabbing. 

Items Found on Body. 

Police disclosed two items 
found’ on Stompanato’s body. 

One was a photograph of 
Miss Turner inscribed in Span- 
ish, “Para Juanito. Mi amor y 
my vida.* Lanita.” Transla- 


tion: “For Johnny. My love and 
my life. Lana. 

The other, from Stompan- 
ato’s wallet, was a plastic con- 
tainer holding a lock of blond 
hair. Written on an envelope 
which held the container was: 
“Johnny, with the love of 
Lana.” 


Also found among his effects | 


was a check for $3 made out 
by Miss Turner to “John Stom- 
panata Smith.” The check was 
dated July 1, 1957, and had not 
been cashed. 


Cheryl | 


Police quoted Miss Turner | 


as saying Stompanato had 
“taken” her for several thou- 
sand dollars, “not counting the 
tabs I picked up for him.” 
They said she gave this 
further account: 

She sent a considerable sum 
of money and a ticket to Stom- 
panato so he could join her 
in London, where she had gone 
to make a picture last year. 
Stompanato gave her a large 
part of the money to keep for 
him after he arrived in Lon- 
don. Later, when he asked for 
the money, she refused to re- 
turn it to him. 

He wanted the entire sum to 
convince Scotland Yard offi- 
cers he was a substantial per- 
son, she said. 

The actress also told the 
Beverly Hills police that Stom- 
panato had choked her into in- 
sensibility in a quarrel in her 
London hotel room last year.

Chinese Officer 


Rests in Hands of U.S. Congress

WASHINGTON, April 7 — 
Among other things, Congress 
is the court of last resort each 
year for hundreds of little- 
known men whose individual 
destinies hang on its decisions. 

There, is, for example, the 
case of Hsuan Wei, a lieuten- 
ant of the Nationalist Chinese 
marines who fought the Japa- 
nese and Communist Chinese 
and fled with the Nationalists 
to Formosa. 

Representative Sidney R.

“The economic performance 
of the motion picture industry 
since World War II,” concluded 
Dr. Bertistein, “has been some- 
thing less than colossal. In fact, 
it has laid an egg.” 

Although United States pop- 
ulation rose from 141,000,000 in 
1946 to 167,000,000 in 1956, 
weekly attendance at _ the 
movies dropped from 90,000,000 
to . 46,500,000 
receipts dropped by $400,- 
000,000 a year, Dr. Bernstein 
reported. 

The number of actors under 
contract at major studios 
dropped from 742 in 1946 to 
229 in 1956. Production work- 
ers dropped from 24,000 to 
13,000 in the same period. By 
1956 Hollywood was producing 
100 fewer pictures a yeap than 
it had in 1946, 

Dr. Bernstein blamed televi- 
sion, higher ticket prices and a 
change in the living pattern of 
the American people for the 
decline. He predicted that the 
motion picture industry would 
never fully recover the ground 
it has los 

He said its best hopes for 
the future lie in pay television 
and the teen-age boom expected | 
in the next decade from the 
postwar baby boom.

“To allow summary discharg- 
es without procedural safe- jf 
guards directly contravenes the 
purposes of the civil service 
laws,” Hennings said. “Sum- jj 
mary discharges should be al- 
lowed only when a sensitive 
position is held. Otherwise we 
lay open to destruction our 
whole civil service system.” 

Anti-Sedition Law Issue. 

Another of the Butler amend- 
ments clearly is inspired by a 
Supreme Court decision in the 
so-called Nelson case, in which 
state anti-sedition laws were 
held invalid on the ground that 
federal statutes preempt that 
field. Butler's amendment 
would allow state laws to 
stand unless Congress specifi- 
cally stated that the Federal 
Government was taking over 
complete jurisdiction. 

“Communist subversion is ad- 
mittedly a national problem and 
for that very reason should be 
handled on a national basis by 
the Federal Government,” the 
Missourian asserted.

MANNED SATELLITE 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (UP) 
~The Air Force has proposed 
a program to launch a manned 
satellite by the end of next 
year, Aviation Week Magazine 
said yesterday. 

The trade publication said 
the program was expected to 
cost $170,000,000, about $60,- 
000,000 more than the current 
Vanguard satellite program. 

It said the program called 
for launching a manned cap- 
sule-shaped satellite into an 
orbit about 200 miles above 
the earth. The satellite would 
circle the earth for possibly as 


long as two days before re- 
entering the atmosphere and 
returning its passenger safely. 


The magazine said no re- 
search breakthroughs or dras- 
tically new materials were 
called for, “but numerous re- 
finements will be required in 
many areas.” 

It said the Air Force pro- 
posed to launch the satellite 
with a three-stage rocket. The 
first stage of the rocket might 


___| be built from parts of the Atlas 


or Titan intercontinental bal- 
listic missiles or the Thor in- 
termediate ballistic missile, it 
said. 

The magazine said the Air 
Force proposed using rockets 
to slow down the re-entry of 
the satellite into the atmosphere

Dickson Terry's story last week 
about unemployed Bill and his 
family was quite realistic, typ- 
ical and moving. There are thous- 
ands of these people, several fam- 


llies of which we know. 
But there is another problem, 
that of the man who still holds 


a job but works only two or even 
one day a week. This provides 
less than the unemployment com- 
pensation, which of course he isn't 
qualified to draw. 

We are such a family, used to 
living on every penny of every 
pay check. We have furniture pay- 
ments, car, utilities, heat, rent, 
food, medical expenses, and the 
other mumerous expenses that a 
family with two children has. 


As @ result of this situation, 
we were forced to give up our 
home life, 1 have the chil- 
dren to the country and am man- 
aging with a small one-room 
house near my parents. My hus- 
band is staying near his one- or 
two-day-a-week job in the city, 
trying to meet the $206 a month 
total of bills, and the $100 total 
of past rent and utilities which 
have piled up. All of this must 
come out of $28 a week pay. 


He tries desperately to find 
part-time work, but with no luck. 
It is tmpossible to find work for 
myself, and if I did, what am I! 
to do with two pre-school chil- 
dren? 


I am not complaining. The 
Lord has been good to us; we eat, 
have health, and my husband is 
able to work. I think the mistake 
all of us have made is not saving 
for times like these. The in- 

-ptaliment plan is too freely used. 

We are learning the hard way 
that we must be more thankful 
for what we have, and not want 
for more.

There is talk of reviving the old psycho- 
logical warfare board. of strengthening the 


the National Security Council concerned with 
policy plamning and information. 

C. D. Jackson, a publisher. filled the bill 
admirably as a policy-propaganda coordina- 
tor in the early days of the Administration. 
But since then, as Mr. Brandt's report indi- 
cates, Secretary of State Dulles has tended 
to consider himself the principal psycholog- 
ical warfare expert. If it can be said that 
Mr. Dulles carries our foreign policy in his 
hat, that is about where our propaganda 
effort is also 

The record of confusion clearly shows that 
the Administration needs a propaganda co- 
ordinator with power to coordinate. The 
field of ideas has been too long neglected in 
the formulation of foreign policy. 

But it would be a mistake for Washington 
to consider the propaganda problems in 
terms of administration alone. It is not 
simply a case of “selling” ourselves to the 
world with slick Madison avenue copy. We 
also have to have something to sell 

Russia did not need much propaganda ma- 
chinery to capitalize on Sputnik or the nu- 
clear test bar; her policies inevitably made 
propaganda. And however the United States 
Information Agency may adress up its show 
windows abroad, other peoples will not look 
unless there is good merchandise on display. 

The United States has- not been lacking 
in such merchandise in the past. The Mar- 
shall plan was the first and probably the 
strongest postwar effort in which sound pol- 
icy led to sound attachments abroad. 

At last week's press conference, President 
Eisenhower mentioned others: the Baruch 
plan for international control of the atom, 
his own plan for “open skies” disarmament 
inspection: the atoms-for-peace plan; peace- 
ful use of outer space; freedom of travel; 
and limitation of the United Nations veto. 

While the Baruch plan came during the 
Truman Administration, and the idea of lim- 
iting the U.N. veto was a questionable pro- 
posal which might have torpedoed the U.N. 
as we know it, the Eisenhower Administration 
can take deserved credit for the other efforts 
which the President mentioned. 

But now the time has come for new ideas 
in Washington. How is the Administration to 
reply to Russia’s nuclear test bar? How is 
the Government to approach the summit 
peace talks which the world has come to 
expect and demand? How is the United 
States to regain the initiative in the con- 
stant effort to seek a peace that men every- 
where can live with comfortably? 

Bold and practical answers to these ques- 
tions are essential both for national security 
and peace in the world. And the right an- 
swers will provide propaganda merchandise 
that will not have to be sold because it will 
be freely accepted everywhere. 


There’s No Business, Etc. 

“Say, Darling.” the new musical opening 
on Broadway, is Richard Bissell’s account 
of how his novel “71-2 Cents” was made 
into the musical “The Pajama Game.” So 
Jule Styne, the co-producer who also wrote 
some of the songs, told in advance how “Say, 
Darling” was made from the very amusing 
novel of the same name. According to Mr. 
Styne, it portrays “the joy and the heart- 
break” of show business, and likewise how 
virtue triumphs in the end. 

That's not the way we read “Say, Darling.” 
Mr. Bissell, a Dubuque boy with a hilarious 
flair for dialogue and a fine, pure love for 
taking the hides off phonies, therein depicted 
show business as an enterprise in which goofi- 
ness triumphs in the end as well as at the be- 
ginning and everywhere in-between. 

We hope it stays that way in the transition 
from printed page to footlights, but we enter- 
tain doubts. Satire does not always come 
through most sharply when its re-creation is 
entrusted to members of the club it satirizes. 
It is perhaps a pity that an entire production 
staff was not available in Dubuque, with what- 
ever additional recruitments might have been 
necessary at Keokuk. 

In view of this yawning lack, we shall have 
to content ourselves with the best spoofing 
Broadway is willing to do at its own expense.

Pinch-Hitting for the Jenner Bill 


So much opposition has arisen to the Jen- 
ner bill to cripple the Supreme Court that a 
little better substitute has been offered in 
the Senate Judiciary Committee as an amend- 
ment with the Indiana Republican’s support.

He Sees Nothing Wrong 

Robert E. Lee, who was appointed to the 
Federal Communications Commission in 1953 
by President Eisenhower on recommendation 
of the late Senator McCarthy, told a House 
investigating subcommittee that he allowed 
the broadcasting -televising industry to pay 
his hotel bills at the same time he was charg- 
ing up all or part of the $12-a-day allowance 
as Government expense. There was nothing 
wrong with that, said Commissioner Lee. 

We would not expect Commissioner Lee to 
see anything wrong. He was one of the man- 
agers of the 1950 GOP. senatorial campaign 
in Maryland where just about every trick and 
deceit known to the political underworld, in- 
cluding fake photography, were used against 
Millard Tydings. If Robert E. Lee—no kin of 
the famous soldier—saw nothing wrong in 
that dirty distortion of an election campaign, 
he obviously would see nothing wrong in 
grabbing favors from the very businesses he 
ig sup to regulate as a protector of the 
peoples’ stake in communications. 


 O for the Indians 


All Indians are rich by now—or so one 
might conclude from reports about fabulous 
oil apd uranium strikes on the reserva- 
tions.’ But it just is not so, even if there is 
oil agjd uranium under some Indian lands. 
Where such wealth is to be found, it is more 
and more likely that a white man will get it 
because the Government seems bent on with- 
drawing its protection of the Indians as rap- 
idly as possible. This in spite of the prom- 
ises of President Eisenhower. 

Such is the burden of the charge made by 
Oliver Hazard Perry La Farge, president of 
the Association of American Indian Affairs, 
in a letter to Secretary of the Interior Seaton. 
In the last three years, says La Farge, the 
Interior Department’s Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs has authorized the sale of more than 
927,926 acres of Indian land, and more than 
292,488 acres have been “free-patented” for 
purchase by non-Indians. The recent investi- 
gation of Cheyenne lands in the vicinity of 
Billings, Mont., was a “whitewash,” he says. 
The-Indian Bureau actually is obstructing the 
re-purchase with tribal funds of lands sold by 


individual Indians. Such sales by Navajos, - 


if not by Cheyennes, often have been forced 
by miserable poverty. 
There are those who insist that the Gov- 


ernment should end its guardianship of the. 


Indians, leaving them in every way in the 
same position as their non-Indian fellow 
Americans. La Farge, however, cannot be 
taken in by this sophistry. He knows that the 
Indians have not been given the training and 
the care essential to such a transition. He 
also knows that most of them desire to live 
in gl own communities. This is their right. 
Buf it will be meaningless unless the Govern- 
ment acts to protect the ownership of their 
lands. Instead of laying aside responsibility, 
Washington should undertake a new program 
for their social and economic development. 
Those who see golden opportunities in their 
exploitation are much more influential than 
the Indians, especially in local and state gov- 
ernments. But La Farge has a way of being 
heard—perhaps even in Washington.

In the 7000-word message which 
the President sent to Congress on 
defense reorganization Thursday 
there is not one iota of surrender. 
He proposes a sweeping reorganiza- 
tion which would completely revolu- 
tionize our defense organization. 


Herewith, we spell out what the 
problems are, and after each, give 
the President's proposed solution: 


1. Inadequate Powers: Under the 
Unification Act of 1947, the Secre- 
tary of Defense was not given ade- 
quate fiscal power over the three 
services. He had no power to allo- 
cate funds, or transfer them. Con- 
gress held the purse-strings. 

The President’s Solution: The Sec- 
retary of Defense is given full con- 
trol over all defense funds and the 
power to shift them from service to 


service at will. He is given direct 
operational control of all combat- 
ready forces, and determining strate- 
gy. 


2. Cenfusion and Duplication: At 
present the three services are oper- 
ating three separate missile-develop- 
ment programs, many of which over- 
lap.

The whole world’ would 
agree with John Foster Dulles 
if it were not that the world 
is so gullible that it is being 
taken in by the Russians. This 
is flattering to our pride but 
it is not true. 


Trick Easy to Beat. 


Consider, for example, the 
subject of nuclear testing 
which Mr. Dulles was discuss- 
ing. He pointed out, quite 
truly, that the Soviet Union 
has just completed a series of 
tests whereas we are prepar- 
ing to make a series of tests 
this spring and summer. 

The Soviet trick is, he says, 
to suspend the tests which they 
do not now need for some time 
to come, hoping to prevent us 
from making our tests which 
we very much need to make. 

But is this such a difficult 
trick to deal with? The nat- 
ural way to deal with it would 
be to say that when we, like 
the Soviet Union, have com- 
pleted our tests, we too will 
suspend further testing pro- 
vided the Soviet Union does 
not resume testing. The world 
is not so gullible that it would 
not understand the common 
sense of this retort.

This retort is not, however, 
open to us because the con- 
trolling fact is that our mili- 
tary position in the world is 


olutionary change in our for-

He could then argue that the 
Russians with their massive 
conventional forces and their 
interior lines cannot be con- 
stained without nuclear weap- 
ons. This would not make him 
beloved in the world. But it 
would make him believed. 


Unpopular U.S. Fictions. 


All this applies to much more 
than the particular issue of nu- 
clear testing. American propa- 
ganda is in trouble not because 
the Russians are able to lie 
with impunity but because in 
sO many critical areas Ameri- 
can propaganda is trying to sell 
policies which for one reason 
or another are obsolete, are 
fictions, are profoundly un- 
popular. 


There is the central fiction 
in the Far East that Formosa 
is China, and that the actual 
government of China on the 
mainland ought to disappear. 
No propaganda can make a 
policy based on that fiction 
credible, much less convincing 
‘and inspiring. 

In South Asia there is the 
| fiction, which defies strategic 
geography, that we are arm- 
ing Pakistan to defend the 
Middle East against the Red 
Army. This is a fiction which 
has earned us the deep sus- 
picion of India. 


In the Middle East there is 
the fiction that the Arab states 
will remain with the West if 
only we can prevent the Soviet 
forces from invading them, 


Uncorrected Mistakes. 


And in Europe, there is the 
fiction that Adenauer’s Ger- 
many will absorb East Ger- 
many and that in some un- 
known way the Red Army will 
roll itself back out of Eastern 
Europe. 


The fact of the matter is that 
the mass of the people do not 
like these fictions and the in- 
formed leaders of opinion know 
that they are fictions and do 
not believe in them. That is 
why our propaganda works 
badly. 

A wise and experienced man 
said to me in Paris that the 
Western world was in a politi- 
cal decline, not so much be- 
cause the Soviet Union was so 
strong and so shrewd, ‘but be- 
cause the Western democra- 
cies made so many mistakes 
and lacked the political cour- 


age to rectify them. 


Listening to Mr. Dulles at 
last week’s press conference, I 


built upon the deterrent power 
of nuclear weapons. 


It happens that Mr. Dulles 
spoke of our desire “to elimi- 
nate nuclear weapons effec- 
tively from. the international 
arsenals.” But why he said 
this, why he made so Utopian a 
remark, I cannot imagine. For 
the elimination of nuclear 
weapons would make quite im- 
possible the strategic contain- 
ment through a network of al- 
liances to which he is com- 
mitted. 

This is the real reason why 
American propaganda works 
badly. If we cannot or will not 
‘revise our policies, Mr. Dulles 
would do better to be candid 
and to tell the world frankly 
that we cannot suspend tests 
because we cannot abolish nu-

GOLSCHMANN LEAD 
AREVELL CONCERT 


But Conductors Never Re- 
tire, He Says—Receives 
Ovation. 


“Conductors—they never re- 
tire,” Viadimir Golschmann 
said yesterday after his final 
appearance as conductor and 
musical director of the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. 

The concert at Kiel Audi- 
torium Opera House marked 
the end of a 27-year career 
here. Golschmann, 64 years 
old, will be musical adviser to 
the Tulsa (Okla.) Philharmonié 
Orchestra and will be guest 
conductor of various orchestras 
in the United States and 
abroad. 

“That is good,” he said with 
a broad smile. “It is not like 
a prizefighter.” The reference 
to athletics was not inappro- 
priate, for the conductor's 
shirt was soaked after his exer- 
tions on the podium and his tie 
was wet for three inches. below 
the knot. 

For Golschmann, it was a 
long two-hour concert and an 
afternoon charged with emo- 
tion and significance. He made 
two speeches, received warm 
farewells from orchestra mem- 
bers and the audience, and di- 
rected an exacting program of 
music. 

A large unseen audience saw 
or heard the concert over Post- 
Dispatch Stations KSD and 
KSD-TV. It was the first sub- 
scription concert to be tele- 
vised, and the first at which 
the orchestra under Golsch- 
mann’s direction had played 
an encore. 

“We find ourselves a little 
short on music,” Golschmann 
said, referring to the televi- 
sion and radio schedule, “so 
we're going to give the first 
bonus in 27 years, the Polka 
and Fugue from ‘Schwanda’ by 
Weinberger.” 

An audience of 2500 persons, 

unusually large for a rainy 
Sunday afternoon, was waiting 
when Golschmann entered. The 
orchestra and some members 
of the audience rose. The 
Opera House seats 3500 per- 
sons. 
_ §$martly attired and wearing 
the crimson rosette of the Le- 
gion of Honor on his left 
lapel, the Paris-born conductor 
swept the orchestra briskly 
into the Prelude to Act III of 
Wagner’s “Lohengrin.” At in- 
termission he was interviewed 
by Frank Eschen of the KSD- 
TV staff, 

When Eschen remarked that 
Kabalevsky’s Symphony No. 2, 
a modern Russian work being 
played here for the first time, 
was more melodic than most 
contemporary Russian music, 
Golschmann asked: 

“What is melodic and what 
is not? If they don’t like a 
piece of music, it’s too modern. 
If they do like it, it’s all right. 
Unless you give me a half hour, 
I’m not going to get on the 
subject of modern music.” 

Golschman pointed out that 
Ravel’s “La Valse,” a favorite 
which ended yesterday’s pro- 
gram, had been unsuccessful 
when first played in St. Louis 
and elsewhere. As for Mozart’s 
Symphony No. 40, played after 
the intermission, the conductor 
said: 

“That’s about the greatest 
music ever composed. No bass 
drums. Mozart, with very sim- 
ple means, can say only what 
the gods can say.” 

H. Reid Derrick, president 
of Laclede Gas Co., presented 
Golschmann with a stereophonic 
tape recorder. Good wishes 
were .extended by Orrin S. 
Wightman Jr., president of the 
St. Louis Symphony Society 
and by Kenneth J. Farmer, 
president of Local No. 2, 
American Federation of Mu- 
sicians. 

Some 20 orchestra members 
who had been under Golsch- 
mann for all his 27 years here 
went to the stage and filed past 
to shake hands. They were led 
by Max Steindel, cellist and 
personnel manager. 

“I say to you, Mr. Golsch- 
mann, you will be sorely 
missed,” Wightman said. “You 
leave a very large pair of 
shoes.” It was pointed out in 
a radio and television address 
by Thomas B. Sherman, Post- 
Dispatch music critic, that 
Golschmann’s tenure in St. 
Louis had been the longest in 
the history of American sym- 
phonic music. 

When the final measures of 
Ravel’s “La Valse” had been 
played, Golschmann, his face 
glistening with perspiration, 
faced the audience and spoke 
briefly. He said a chapter of 
his life was at an end and that 
St. Louis had been most kind 
to him. 

“I know my heart will be 
here forever,” he said. He em- 


phasized that he was particu- | 


larly grateful to the orchestra, 
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which had worked week after 
week, year after year, in a 
spirit of devotion to music. 
There was a standing ova- 
tion as Golschmann left the 
Stage. His wife was waiting in 
the wings, and they walked to- 


gether to his dressing room, 


where friends and orchestra 
members quickly assembled to 
tell him goodby. 

Golschmann put a light Gal- 
lic touch on the occasion. 
Smiling and tugging at his 
sodden tie, he said neckties 
were one of the most expensive 
replacement items a conductor 
encountered. 

The Golschmanns will make 
their home in New York. He 
will be succeeded here by 
Edouard Van Remoortel of 
Belgium.

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The picture is of fairly dreadful quality—shaking, 
changing its shape from time to time, blurred, badly lit, 
but the main thing is that it is recording an event that is 
taking place at that very moment.

Uniess you have 
a Robinson-Basilio fight and sometimes years go by with- 
out anything so crowd-pleasing. 


I take a dim view of theater television, Not 
toll television as such, mind you. In fact, if free 
television gets loaded down with many more 
- Detto’s and Tie Tac Doughs, I may well be toll 
TV's most rabid partisan. But the union of a 
_ theater and television is a mismating, a step back 
in evolution, a mixture of oll and water. The 
theater, I feel, is the proper home for everything 
EXCEPT television. Television belongs in the 
trome—or there was no point in inventing it in the 
first place. 


As to who pays for the entertainers or the fighters, I 
am. indifferent. This year the motion picture industry 
thréw the automobile sponsors out into the snow and 
picked up the check for its own Academy Award telecast. 
I must admit they put on a good show within the confines 
of award-giving shows which are never going to make show 
business history. But the difference between that unspon- 
sored telecast and all the previous ones that had been 
cluttered up with commercials was, I thought, hardly worth 
all the shouting. 


AT ONE POINT Jack Lemmon introduced Jennifer 
Jones and Rock Hudson as “two of the most decorative 
people on the screen” and that, I thought summed up the 
whole proceeding very succinctly—one famous movie star 
intreducing two other famous movie stars and calling atten- 
tion to their good looks.

This description, however, 
does not sit too well with his 
former competitors on the 
Grand Circuit, who prefer to 


the final retirement 
of his red and white silks in 
1951, Baker had one of the na- 
tion’s most successful 
racing stables and unquestion- 
ably the greatest trotter of all 
times in Greyhound. 

Known as “The Great Grey 
Ghost,” the 16-hand high super- 
horse hung up 16 world’s trot- 
ting refords and in 1939 flashed 
over the mile oval at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., in 1:55-44—a record 
which has never been equalled. 

Greyhound, now 26, which 
for a horse is equivalent in age 
to Baker’s 89, lives in plush 
retirement on a horse farm 10 
miles northwest of St. Charles. 


Baker first retired from rac- 
ing in 1940 “because everybody 
thought I was going to die.” 
But he came back three times, 
prompting a friend to remark: 


“Baker’s retirements last as 
long as it takes one of his trot- 
ters to cover six furlongs.” 

Baker, who remembers Gates 
as “the most brilliant and ag- 
gressive business man I ever 
met,” was a 49-year-old grain 
inspector commuting 40 miles 
to his job in Chicago when he 
came into the vast fortune. 

Although he had attended 
Bryant-Stratton Business Col- 
lege in St. Louis, sudden 
wealth did not send him into 
big business. 

He stayed close to St. Charles. 
He developed his dairy and 
steer feeder farms and sought 
to help his fellow citizens by 
stimulating commerce in St. 
Charles. 

He successfully campaigned 
to have U.S. Highway 64 run 
through the town, erected the 
picturesque, five-story Baker 
Hotel on the bank of the Fox 
river, and built the First Na- 
tional Bank building. 

All of Baker’s major philan- 
thropies have been restricted to 
St. Charles and this was ex- 
plained by Baker in two sen- 
tences which pretty well sum 
up his philosophy: 

“Having friends is more im- 
portant than anything-else. I 
love this community and I have 
tried to be loyal to it.” 


Last month, Baker gave St. 
Charies a check for $100,000 
asking only that the money 
be put te good use. 

His previous philanthropies 
include the $1,250,000 First 
Methodist Church, given in

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City's Song Heard Round the World 


W. C. Handy Goes to His Grave to Strains of ‘St. Louis Blues," Which Brought Him Fame and Fortune

THE SUN NEVER SETS on 
the song that begins: 
“I hate to see 
dat evenin’ sun go déwe.” 
As the lyrics continue, up 
crops the name of a city: 
“St. Louis woman— 
wid her diamon’ rings.” 
And nine bars further along, 
the chorus moans: 
“Got de St. Louis Blues 
jes as blue as Ah can be.” 


Five times in all, the city 
is mentioned in the several 
original verses and choruses. 
For 44 years its name yer 
made famous by “The St, is 
Blues.” Th popular of 
all blues carries city’s name 
around the world and back 
again. 

Last Wednesday “St. Louis 
Blues” was played by a brass 
band marching in a funeral 
procession in New York while 
150,000 mourners looked and 
listened. Close behind in a 
hearse was the body of William 
Christopher Handy. Chances 
are that the famous Negro com- 
poser, before his death at the 
age of 84, asked that his mas- 
terpiece sound the way to his 
grave. 


The choice was appropriate 
for the blues have long cried 
out .the sorrow of Handy’s 
pe » even at funerals. 
Blues, marches and hymns 
once played at Negro funer- 
als in the Deep South, from 
whence Handy came, are 
among the most respected 
roots of the truest American 
art form—jazz music. 


Of Handy’s nearly 60 com- 
positions, “St. Louis Blues” is 
his classic. It is the best known 
blues song ever written or 
played. It has been turned into 
a march, rhumba, mambo, cha- 
cha and boogie-woogie in its 
many versions, More record- 
ings have been made of it than 
any other piece of music— 
popular, classical or otherwise. 
“St. Louis Blues,” now in its 
second 28-year copyright, be- 
comes public domain in 1970. 

The song has enjoyed almost 
as much favor abroad as in 
this country. The royal band 
of Ethiopia played it as a battle 

ymn before the palace of 
Haile Selassie when their land 
was invaded by Italy in the

1930s. After the Prince of 
Wales became King Edward 
VIII he ordered nine pipers at 
Balmoral Castle in Scotland to 
play “St. Louis Blues” to en- 
tertain his American guest, the 
then Mrs. Ernest Simpson, now 
his wife. 

Queen Elizabeth once report- 
edly named the song as her 
favorite piece of dance music. 
Prince George and Princess 
Marina of Greece danced to it 
at their wedding feast. The 
song was the last number on 
the program when President 
Harding’s flagship returned to 
San Francisco from Alaska. 

“St. Louis Blues” was a fav- 
orite of American fighting men 
overseas in both World Wars. 
The 396th Regiment Band car- 
ried -it to the battle zones in 
World War I. In World War 
II, Glenn Miller brought it 
new popularity as a march 
played by the Army Air Force 
Band. Tokyo Rose regularly 
programmed recordings of “S. 
L. B.” in her efforts to de- 
moralize Pacific fighting forces. 

Hugues Panassie, the French 
jazz scholar and critic, was 
doing a jazz radio program dur- 
ing the German occupation of 
his country when a Nazi cen- 
sor dropped around to check. 
None of that decadent Ameri- 
can music was permitted. 


Panassie displayed a rec- 
ord labeled “La Tristesse de 
St. Louis,” adding the foot- 
note that it was a sad song 
written about poor Louis 
XIV. The snooper remained 
unaware that under a phony 
label was a real one, listing 
Louis Armstrong as the per- 
former and the song as “St. 
Louis Blues.” 


Eddy Gilmore, when he was 
Associated Press correspondent 
in Moscow, once asked a St. 
Louis friend to box up some 
Armstrong records and send 
them behind the Iron Curtain. 
“St. Louis Blues” was a specif- 


ie request from some of his 


Russian friends. 

American jazz musicians, 
whether of the traditional, mid- 
dle-road or modern school, 
know that when they tour over- 
seas “St. Louis Blues” is a rep- 
ertory “must.” The native cats 
will request it for sure. 

In 1928, “St. Louis Blues” 
broke the ‘Bach-Beethoven bar- 
rier and was performed in sym- 
phonic arrangement in New 
York’s Carnegie Hall. And at 
os ee same city, in 

, the Philadelphia Orches- 
sea was joined by Paul White- 
man and Harpist Rear- 
don for a performance of

ment. In a music festival at 
the Chicago World’s Fair a 
choir of 3000 voices sang “St. 
Louis Blues” a capella. 

After St. Louis’s Helen 
Traubel left the Metropolitan 
Opera and turned night club 
performer, one of her gassers 
was “St. Louis Blues.” The 
walls of the Chase Club here 
shook with her Brunhildian 
belting of it. 

As a sheet music seller “St. 
Louis Blues” has topped the 
field—reaching perhaps 3,000.- 
000 copies. A St. Louis firm 
that wholesales sheet music has 
been for quite a number of 
years steadily disposing of 
about 2000 copies annually. 
There have been frequent and 
interesting changes in the sheet 
music cover over the years. 
The most recent one reproduces 
a lithograph of a riverfront 
scene above this identification 
—City of St. Louis 1872. 

Has the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra ever played “St. 
Louis Blues”? No, reported Li- 
brarian Elmer Gesner, except 
for a snatch or two worked into 
a benefit concert that featured 
Liberace. The: Symphony di! 
pay recognition to Handy in 
1933 by performing at the old 
Odeon his musical setting for 
the choral version of a poem 
“Opportunity,” written by: a 
Memphis judge. 

Major league ball parks have 
come to know the song. Bands 
and organs have struck it up 
when the Cardinals (and the 
late Browns) were on their way 
to losing or were already there. 

Handy played his biggest hit 
as a trumpet solo here on sev- 
eral occasions. One was in the 
early 1930s when he was with 
a stage show touring under 
the name “Memory Lane.” In 
his autobiography, “Father of 
the Blues,” Handy says of the 
performance at the Ambassador 
Theater: “As usual the audi- 


ence was warmly appreciative. j 


They gave my playing of ‘St. 
Louis Blues’ a fine hand. But 
I made an astonishing discov- 
ery. The only Negroes who 
heard the performance were 
the employes of the theater.” 

Handy played it again in 
1944 before an audience of 10,- 
000 persons at Sportsman’s 
Park. He was: among the ar- 
tists appearing here during the 
American Negro Music Festival. 

Hollywood has been fond 
enough of the title of “St. Lou- 
is Blues” to use it for four 
movies.’ The newest, and the 
one which will be given its 
world premier here this week, 
has a plot that takes consid- 
erable liberty with the actual 
story of how the song was

written. The title was first 
used in 1928 for a technically 
unsuccessful documentary pic- 
ture about Negro life and star- 
ring Bessie Smith, the famous 
blues singer who is still rec- 
ognized as one of the most 
authentic interpreters of the 
song. The title was used again 
in 1938 and later for a Dorothy 
Lamour picture. 


It would take a skilled in- 
vestigator to run down ex- 
actly how many commercial 


phonograph records have 
been. made. of. “St.. Louis 
Blues.” A record collector 


setting out today to find 
them all would need a for- 
tune. Ten years ago a col- 
lector out in Portland, Ore., 
Howard E. Penny, listed 506 
different recordings of the 
song, 450 or so of which 
were commercial recordings 
and the rest dubs, air shots, 
private recordings, etc. 


One of Handy’s prized pos- 
sessions was a pirated version 
of “St. Louis Blues” performed 
by a Japanese singer and or- 
chestra. It was found in a 
cave on Okinawa. A pirated 
Russian version has also come 
to light. 

The last big resurgence of 
popularity the song had on 
records here was with Tex 
Beneke’s “St. Louis Blues 
March” (the Miller version) in 
1948. There was a brief wave 
of excitement over Richard 
Maltby’s “St. Louis Blues Mam- 
bo” in 1956. 


From recordings, sheet mu- 
sic, radio, movie and other 
royalties on “St. Louis 
Blues,” Handy in some years 
realized about $25,000. His 
total income from it may 


have been something close 
to $1,500,000. 

Little did Handy realize 
suck major fortune would 
come his way when on that 
night in Memphis in 1914 he 
left his family—the four chil- 
dren were too noisy — and 
rented a room with a piano 
on Beale street to do some 
composing. He simply want- 
ed to make amends with 
himself for selling his first 
big hit, “Memphis Blues” to 
a publisher for less than 
$1090. 


Fortified with a little whisky, 
the 40-year-old composer went 
to work. Memories of two 
weeks spent in St. Louis in 
1893 came flooding back. He 
recalled hearing an intoxicated 
woman say, “My man’s got a 
heart like a rock cast into 
the sea.” He remembered his 
loneliness, hunger and despera- 
tion on the levee here. 

The song became a mosaic 
out of Handy’s past. .The lyr- 
ics have been described by 
Abbe Niles, an expert on Amer- 
ican folk music, as “a min- 
gling of the trivial with the 
profound.” Handy later ex- 
plained that maybe he heard 
a plantation Negro say, “I hate 
to see dat evenin’ sun go down.” 

The four strains are of the

There 
is another departure here in 
that it employs. the tango 
rhythm which at that time was 
gaining popularity in_ this 
country. Also the key is minor. 

For the chorus Handy bor- 
rowed the melody of his pre- 
vious “Jogo Blues” originally 
titled “The Memphis Itch.” The 
three-note phrase came from a 
chant which Elder Lazarus 
Gardner had used at collection 
time in his church in Handy’s 
native Florence, Ala. As his 
parishioners walked past the 
plate (which wasn’t passed 
along the pews) Gardner would 
intone “Come a-long, come a- 
long.” To the recurring figure 
of two eighth notes and a quar- 
ter, Handy wrote “Got de St. 
Louis blues .. . 

After his night of labor, 
Handy orchestrated his new 
song next day on a counter in 
Pee-Wee’'s, Beale street cigar 
stand by day, saloon at night. 
Sometime later Handy dedi- 
cated the song to Russell E. 
Gardner Sr., head of the old 
Banner Buggy Co. tn St. Louis. 
Gardner had ingratiated him- 
self with the composer by send- 
ing up a $20 tip every time 
Handy’s band played “Jogo 
Blues” at Memphis country club 
dances. 

Unable to find a publisher 
who would accept “St. Louis 
Blues,” Handy and a partner 
published it themselves. Enough 
advance orders came from the 
music departments of Wool+ 
worth and Kress stores to pay 
for _ the fil first | printing. ___ The 


song's immediate popularity 
brought concern to John Stark, 
whose St. Louis publishing 
firm specialized in ragtime 
piano pieces. “St. Louis Blues” 
had been in existence only a 
few months when Stark an- 
nounced a contest for a num- 
ber that would compete with 
it. Out of this came a song 
that has also stood the test of 
time, “Weary Blues.” 

W. C. Handy is gone but 
much of his music will endure. 
He was respectfully . called 
“Father of the Blues,” but the 
title isn’t technically correct. 
He didn’t create the basic blues 
song. Its deep-running sor- 
row, simply expressed, found 
in him a new writer and -guard- 
ian. 

His “Memphis Blues” was 
the first blues ever published 
(1912). This was the beginning 
of putting the blues down on 
paper, giving them _ order 
and preservation, disseminating 
them widely for the enjoyment 
of all, performance by -any. 

Someone has suggested that 
“Godfather of the Blues” might 
have been a more befitting and 
warmer title for Handy. It 
would convey the méaning of 
sponsorship, the giving of a 
name to something worthy of 
care. 

“St. Louis Blues” was an 
unsolicited gift to a city that 
someday may fgel .indebted 
enough to erect a Handy me- 
morial. There ty a line in it

Nuclear Problems 


HYDE PARK, April 7. 

PRIME MINISTER HAROLD MACMILLAN of Brit- 
ain has come up with the information that test explosions 
of nuclear weapons can be carried out without being de- 
tected. He seems to have come around completely to the 
United States position that inspection is necessary, 

A good many people have been saying lately that 
while there might be some risk of not detécting the nu- 
clear tests, the risk is slight. But I suppose this is one 
of those things where scientists can be found on both 
sides of the question and it will be an unending discussion. 

In the long run the decision probably will be on what 
is the best thing to do to begin peaceful negotiations, or 
at least get a start on the road to peace, and what course 
gives us the greatest chance of security. 


It would all be very easy if one was sure that 
the standards of every nation were the same. If 
we believed that the Soviet Union would not lie to 
us and the Soviets believed we would not lie to 
them, then all that would be needed would be the 
promise, which the Soviets have made, together 
with an équal assurance on our part. 


But unfortunately this kind of confidence does not 
exist and rarély exists between any nations of the world. 
I suppose Great Britain and ourselvés come the closést 
to believing that we tell each other the truth, though each 
of us probably thinks that the truth is coloréd by our own 
self-interest. 


THIS IS PROBABLY TRUE even between ourselves 
and Canada, where we féel we have a greater amount of 
understanding than in any other country. I often wonder 
whether there is anything that could increase the confi- 
dence of peoples in éach other, and I end up with the feel- 
ing that this is pretty hopeless. 

We certainly have lagged behind in our social] develop- 
mént. This is @ pity considering the rapidity with which 
our technical development has forged ahead. =, 


If we are fot, however, going to Wipe each 
other off the map, some kind of inspection must 
be devised that is acceptable both to the Soviet 
Union and ourselves. We also must begin to have 
a better understanding as to the values that we 
believe in and can be counted on to live up to. 


‘ Senator Hubert H. Humphrey has revealed that our 
Government has been trying to play down the danger of 
radioactive fallout and, therefore, has not told the people 
of the United States how much the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission knows about Soviet nuclear tests. 


IT 18 NOT QUITE FAIR of our Government not to 
tell us thé truth about radioactive fallout. What basis 
have we for making any decisions as to the types of de- 
fense we need if we are not kept fully informed as to 
the danger? 

I still feel that negotiations on these questions could 
be carried out with greater success within the United Na- 
tions, and unless our Government really contemplates the 
possibilities of war, these negotiations with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment must begin soon and develop some kind of sat- 
isfactory decisions.

Dads do 
clown, and a sprained ligament 
in baseball is one thing, but a 
drowned dad can’t come up 
with a feé for next year’s sea- 
son. Many camps have elimi- 
nated games between fathers 
and sons for the same reason 
they've eliminated horseback 
riding.
